W ILLIAM E. HUGHES was born at Union City, and died at Spring Hill, Tennessee, May, 
1916, at thè age of forty-nine years. He secured an education under thè most adverse circum- 
stances, having worked his way through Webb School and Vanderbilt University, and afterwards 
became quite famous in thè State as an educator of exceptional ability. The greater part of his life 

was spent in training and moulding thè lives of young men into thè highest type of citizenship. At thè 

time of his death he was associate principal of thè well known Branham and Hughes School at Spring 
Hill, which stands as a monument to his untirmg efforts. 

He was one of thè most prominent, devout, and useful members of thè Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, from early childhood; was a member of thè Board of Education of thè Tennessee Conference; 
a member of thè Martin College Board of Trust; and devoted much of his time to benevolent causes. 

The State has lost one of its best men and most useful citizens, and Martin College one of her best 

friends. He was intensely mterested in thè development and upbuilding of thè college and his influence 
will be greatly missed. 

Mr. Hughes was broad-minded, unselfish, honest, and conscientious in his dealings with men, and 
possessed those qualities of uprightness which remind us, ‘'Mark thè perfect man and behold thè upright 
for thè end of that man is peace.” J. H. RAGSDALE,

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Mr. Thomas Martin 

Founder of Martin College, Pulaski, Tenn. 


T is always inspiring to contemplate a noble 
life, to recali deeds of honor, patriotism, and 
loving kindness. Such a life was that of Mr. 
Thomas Martin, and he impressed himself 
upon thè history of Giles County from 1818 to 1870, and 
was always a citizen of which thè community felt proud. 
After his death a town meeting was held, at which thè fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted: “We owe to thè memory 
of Thomas Martin a debt of gratitude for a large portion 
of thè public spirit, enterprise, and improvement in our 
County for thè last thirty years. Our railroads, turnpikes, 
and public buildings have all grown up intimately connected 
with his name, and for all these things, as well as his friend- 
ship and kind social hearing with us all, we will keep his 
memory green in our minds as one whose example we would 
try to imitate.” This was thè public tribute paid him, 
while many in private blessed his memory, recalling his many 
deeds of charity and kindness to thè poor. 

Mr. Martin was a Virginian by birth, having been born 
in Albermarle County, Virginia, December 1 6, 1 799. 

This was thè day of thè death of thè great Washington, 
and having quite a vein of humor, Mr. Martin remarked: 
‘‘That night one great man left thè world and another entered 
it.” His ancestry was of Welsh origin, early emigrating to 
Virginia. His father, Rev. Abram Martin, a Methodist 


mimster, moved to Tennessee in 1809, settling in Sumner 
County. At thè age of eighteen, Mr. Martin moved to 
Pulaski, and for fifty-two years lived there, identifying him- 
self with all her interests, churches, railroads, schools, mills, 
factories, and by his express will, sleeps in thè bosom of 
thè land he loved so well. He married in 1 824, Miss 
Nancy H. Topp, daughter of John S. Topp, one of thè 
pioneers of Tennessee. Five children blessed their union, 
Laura E. Martin, William Marcellus Martin (father of 
thè writer of this article), Cornelia Anne Martin, Ophelia 
Martin, and Victoria Martin. 

It would be impossible in a brief sketch to enumerate 
his many virtues. His prominent characteristics were sin- 
cere piety, broad charity, fine judgment, perseverance, won- 
derful foresight, and love for his fellow man. He was a 
self-made man in thè true sense of thè word. Inheriting no 
money, by his own business sagacity and strong right arm, 
he amassed a fortune. But he did not make money to 
hoard it, but dispensed it with a free hand wherever he 
thought it needed. Being over age to enlist in thè War 
between thè States, he purchased at his own expense thè 
uniforms and complete equipment for a company of 1 00 
men that went out from Pulaski in 1861 with thè gallant 
Hume R. Field as its Captain, known as thè “Martin 
Guards,” later merged into thè First Tennessee Regiment 
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under General Cheatham. A devout member of thè Meth- 
odist Church, he attended regularly all thè Services. 
Gambling he denounced in thè strongest terms and called 
cards “thè Devil’s darning needles.” He was offered thè 
Secretaryship of thè Treasury by President James K. Polk, 
but declined, believing thè post of honor is thè private sta- 
tion. Above all, he held aloft his good name, and he died 
as he lived, respected and honored by all. 

In his will he left an Endowment Fund of thirty thou- 
sand dollars to establish a College for girls in his County. 
Some have thought his daughter, Victoria, who died at thè 
age of twenty, suggested this to him, or he might have 
thought he would use her portion of his estate for this pur- 
pose, but this is a surmise, as no records substantiate this 
fact. Soon after thè death of Mr. Martin, January 1 3, 
1870, preparations were made by thè first Trustees he had 
chosen, to start thè school. They contracted with Professor 
W. K. Jones to have charge of thè school, which began in 
thè basement of thè old Methodist Church in Pulaski, (now 
used as thè Christian Church). The thirty thousand dol- 
lar Endowment Fund was left in Tennessee bonds, hearing 
six per cent interest, which was to be used for teachers 
salaries, insurance, and generai upkeep of thè school. In 
addition, Mr. Martin gave five thousand dollars in cash to 
purchase a suitable building. The Trustees bought about 
thirteen acres of land on thè hill now occupied by thè Mas- 
sey School. As thè school rapidly outgrew its quarters in 
thè Church, it was decided to exchange thè land purchased 
for what was known as thè “Old Simonton House, then 
owned by Governor John C. Brown, so thè school was 



moved there. In 1904 this building burned, and was re- 
placed by Martin Hall, constructed on thè site of thè for- 
mer building. 

Briefly told, these are thè early beginnings of Martin 
College. Its subsequent history is perhaps familiar to all. 

All interested in Martin College rejoice over its advance- 
ment and bright future prospects under thè present adminis- 
tration. President T. V^ynn, with charactenstic cour- 
tesy and appreciation, tendered to thè United Daughters of 
thè Confederacy a free scholarship to be known as thè 
“Thomas Martin Memorial Scholarship,” and now descend- 
ants of Confederate Veterans may enjoy thè benefìts of this 
great institution. This scholarship was given by Professor 
Wynn as a tribute to thè Founder, by request of his grand- 
daughter, Mrs. Laura Martin Rose, and was presented by 
her to thè U. D. C. at Convention held in San Francisco, 
California, November, 1915. 

This great institution of learning, Martin College, is a 
monument to Mr. Thomas Martin more lasting than marble, 
more enduring than bronze. An educated motherhood 
is thè grandest monument that could ever be erected, a 
living monument destined to bless our girls through thè ages 
to come, where “our daughters may be as cornerstones, pol- 
ished after thè similitude of a palace.” 

This tribute of appreciation and admiration is lovingly 
placed to thè memory of Mr. Thomas Martin, founder of 
Martin College, by his grand-daughter,
